That the Central Government proposes to undertake regional exploration and prospecting operations through the 
Geological Survey of India in respect of Platinum Group of Metals in the State of Orissa and further declares that no prospecting 
licence or mining lease shall be granted for a period of two years in the area 60.8611 sq.km in Boula-Nuasahi area in Keonjhar 
Distict lying within the boundary specified below :— 

The starting point ‘A’ lies on the eastern bank of the river Salandi just on the point where the said Salandi river 
crosses the Keonjhar and Mayurbhanj common district boundary.
